REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 1-10 and 12-36 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Per amended independent claims 1, 28, and 29, the Examiner finds the added 
limitations in the amendment filed 1/28/2005 overcome the teaching of the prior art. 
Specifically, that the prior art does not teach or reasonably suggest in combination the 
wheel-identification-data registration assisting apparatus as claimed including the 
relative-movement device operable to move the signal transmitting portion and the 
corresponding one wheel-side device relative to each other and wherein the signal 
transmitting portion is provided outside the vehicle in the system as now claimed. See 
also the applicant's arguments on pages 18-19 of the reply filed 1/28/2005. 
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Claims 2-10, 12-27, and 30-36 serve to further define the invention of claims 1 , 
28, and 29 over the prior art. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
